Jack, Ro y and Dr. E. S. Garr, 
who se case has been co ntinu ed, 
enco u ntered Denhardt as the 
general and Ro des K. My ers, at­ 
to rney , were retu rning to a ho tel

Dr. Kennedy made this reco m­ 
mendatio n in his o fficial rep o rt, 
filed in circu it co u rt, o n the 
deaths o f Mr. and Mrs. Jo hn H. 
Ho ke and Mr. and Mrs. Edward 
Beckett and so n, Ro ger, all o f 
Camp Po int, 111. 
Jo hnso n, who was taken to 
City ho sp ital fo llo wing the acci­ 
dent, is rap idly imp ro v ing fro m 
inju ries he receiv ed. 
The Ziffrin tru ck co mp any , 
fo r who m Jo hnso n was driv ing, 
also shared in the co ro ner’s 
blame fo r Ru sh co u nty ’s wo rst 
highway tragedy in many y ears. 
In filing his o fficial rep o rt o n 
the accident, Co ro ner Kennedy 
also attached the fo llo wing state­ 
ment: 
“After ex aminatio n o f wit­ 
nesses, v iewing the scene o f the 
tragedies and ex aminatio n o f 
tru ck and machine tracks, it is 
ftiy ju dgment that driv er o f tru ck 
nu mber 2, Estel R. Jo hnso n o f , 
1349 Silv er av enu e, Indianap o lis, 
fo r the Ziffrin co mp any , sho u ld, 
with the afo resaid co mp any , be 
held resp p nsible fo r the deaths 
o f Jo hn H. Ho ke, Mrs. Nettie 
Ho ke, Edward Beckett, Mrs. Gre­ 
ta Beckett and Ro ger Beckett. 
I reco mmend that Jo hnso n be 
held o n a charge o f inv o lu ntary 
manslau ghter.” 
Vario u s v ersio ns o f the acci­ 
dent were handed the co ro ner 
by the fo u r p erso ns who testi­ 
fied at the inq u est. 
Jo hnso n himself, interv iewed 
by Dr. Kennedy at the ho sp ital, 
blamed a fau lty brake o n the 
tru ck fo r the accident. 
The driv er testified that he 
was go ing to Lawrencebu rg fo r 
a lo ad o n the mo rning o f the 
fatal crash and that he was 
trav eling behind ano ther tru ck 
driv en by H. W. Hanco ck. 
Jo hnso n said that he no ticed 
that the first tru ck was sto p p ing 
and that he p u t o n his brakes 
fast. The left fro nt brake cau ght 
and lo cked the wheel, he said, 
and the nex t thing he knew 
so mething stru ck him in fro nt. 
He said he was go ing 25 to 3 0 
miles p er ho u r and did no t hav e 
time to release the brakes and 
get back befo re the crash. Jo hn­ 
so n testified that he didn’t see a 
wago n and do es no t remember 
any thing between him and the 
first tru ck. 
Hanco ck, driv er o f tru ck nu m­ 
ber 1, testified that he was driv ­ 
ing behind a wago n and that he 
flashed his lights as a signal o n 
the back o f the trailer.

the morn in g g lory can be con ­ 
trolled by a g ood rotation an d 
pastu rin g , spray in g with sodiu m 
chlorate has prov ed to be the on ­ 
ly practical method of eradicat­ 
in g Bin dweed.

More g rain -fed cattle will be 
comin g to market n ex t y ear than 
du rin g this past y eaT, the Bu ­ 
reau of Ag ricu ltu ral Econ omics 
said today in cu rren t situ ation 
reports on beef cattle an d hog s. 
With larg er su pplies of g rain on 
han d this fall, the n u mber of 
cattle fed this win ter an d sprin g 
will be con siderably larg er than 
a y ear ag o. Therefore, prices of 
the better g rades are ex pected 
to declin e more than the u su al 
amou n t du rin g the first half of 
n ex t y ear. 
Reg ardin g the hog situ ation , 
the Bu reau said that su pplies of 
hog s for slau g hter du rin g the 
6 -mon th period from October 
throu g h March probably will be 
smaller than a y ear ag o. On the 
other han d, it is ex pected that 
the deman d for hog produ cts for 
storag e an d con su mer deman d 
for meats in this period also will 
fall off somewhat. Accordin g ly , 
the Bu reau said that hog prices 
this fall an d win ter probably 
will av erag e little, if an y , hig her 
than those of the same period a 
y ear ag o. 
The season al declin e in hog 
prices n ow u n der way , howev er, 
probably will con tin u e throu g h 
the fall mon ths, it was poin ted 
ou t. Hog s will be fed to heav ier 
weig hts this y ear than last be­ 
cau se of the more plen tifu l su p­ 
ply of g rain , an d the g reater 
part of last sprin g ’s crop of pig s 


probably will come to market 
somewhat later than u su al. 
The n u mber of hog s slau g h­ 
tered u n der Federal in spection 
du rin g 
the 
en tire 
marketin g 
y ear, October 19 37 throu g h Sep­ 
tember 19 38, is ex pected to be 
somewhat smaller than in 19 36 - 
37 when the total was 34.1 mil­ 
lion head. The total liv e weig ht 
of hog s slau g htered, howev er, 
probably will be abou t the same 
as last y ear becau se of the in ­ 
crease in av erag e weig hts. 
Thou g h more pig s will be 
raised n ex t y ear than in 19 37, 
the in crease will n ot be reflected 
in in creased hog slau g hter u n til 
late 19 38 an d early 19 39 . 
Speakin g of the cattle market, 
the Bu reau n oted that in late 
September prices reached the 
hig hest lev el on record for that 
mon th; top price at Chicag o 
reached $19 .9 0 a hu n dred pou n ds. 
Su pplies of well fin ished, g rain - 
fed cattle were short, accou n t­ 
in g for the hig h prices. 
Prices of the lower g rades of 
slau g hter cattle declin ed some­ 
what in September, with the 
u su al in crease in marketin g s of 
su ch cattle. Prices of n early all 
kin ds of cattle declin ed du rin g 
the first half of October. The 
widespread between prices of the 
better g rades an d lower g rades 
is ex pected to n arrow con sider­ 
ably in the n ex t few mon ths.

Now is the proper time of y ear 
to treat farm an imals for lice 
an d mites to av oid in festation of 
these pests du rin g the comin g 
win ter, accordin g to G. E. Leh- 
ker, ex ten sion en tomolog ist of 
Pu rdu e Un iv ersity . 
Immediate treatmen t of an i­ 
mals, ev en thou g h slig htly in ­ 
fested, is v ery importan t, be­ 
cau se on ly a few lice or mites 
are n ecessary to produ ce a seri­ 
ou s in festation by mid-win ter, 
say s Lehker. Fu rthermore, if the 
liv estock is treated this fall, li­ 
qu id preparation s can be u sed 
which are effectiv e an d compar­ 
ativ ely in ex pen siv e. 
These liqu ids, of cou rse, can 
n ot be u sed du rin g cold weather 
an d therefore those who delay 
treatmen t may be faced with 
the n ecessity of holdin g the pests 
in check by mean s of on e of the 
costly an d less effectiv e pow­ 
dered materials av ailable 
for 
win ter u se. 
For the con trol of lice an d 
mites on both horses an d cattle, 
Lehker adv ised the u se of a coal­ 
tar-creosote stock dip u sed ac­ 
cordin g to direction s. He said 
that an effectiv e home-made so­ 
lu tion can also be prepared by 
addin g a pou n d of su lphu r to six 
g allon s of* paraffin oil. In an y 
ev en t, it is n ecessary to clean u p 
an d disin fect the stalls at the 
time the an imals are treated,*a 
coal tar creosote mix tu re bein g 
su itable for the pu rpose. 
Dev elopmen t of lice an d mites 
du rin g the win ter mon ths can 
also be retarded by g iv in g the 
an imals plen ty of feed, su n lig ht, 
v en tilation , ex ercise an d g ood 
care. These measu res, plu s de- 
lou sin g in the fall, shou ld keep 
the liv estock comparativ ely free 
of ex tern al parasites at all times, 
Lehker states.

Delay ed parachu te ju m ps shall 
not be m ade at less th an 
1,500 
feet. 
No parachu te ju m ps shall be 
m ade when the su rface wind is 
more th an 15 miles a n hou r. 
No parachu te ju m ps shall be 
m ade w ithin two miles of an 
open body of w ater u nless ihe 
ju m per wears a flotation dev ice 
and a m otorboat is av ailable.
